mob of about 500 men began rioting 
at the Standaid Works of the H. C. 
C»ke Company, at Mt. Pleasant, Pa. 
They destroyed some of the company's 
property aud then proceeded to cut the 
telephone and telegraph lines of the 
Coke Company so that no warnings 
cou!u be sent to the people at More- 
wood. 
About 3 o'clock a party of ri- 


oters, between four and five hundred 
strong marched to Morewood. 
In the 


meantime the company employes at 
the Standard Works hurriedly repair- 
ed the telephone lines, sent word to 
More wood that the strikers would at- 
tack the works in three places and had 
a well laid plan to destroy the whole 
plant. 


The deputy sheriffs were soon in 


readiness

men were divided into three parties, 
Captain Lti'.icr having cha»«e of a par- 
ty which was placed behind the big 
gates of the barn and stable enclosure.

(Bloodshed in the Coke Qiegiotts. 
At about 2:45 Thursday morning a 
mob of about 500 men began rioting 
at the Slandaid Works of the H. C. 
Coke Company, at Mt. Pleasant, Pa. 
They destroyed some of the company's 
property and then proceeded to cut the 
telephone and telegraph lines ot the 
Coke Company so that no warnings 
could be sent to the people at More- 
wood, 
About 3 o'clock a party of ri- 
oters, between luur and five hundred 
strong marched to Morevvood. 
In the 
meantime the company '.employes at 
; the Standard Works hurtiedly repair- 
ed the telephone lines, sent word to 
Morewood that the stnkèrs would at- 
tack the works in three places and had 
a well laid plan to destroy the whole 
plant. 


The deputy sheriffs were soon in 
readiness to receive the attack. The 
men were divuled into three parties, 
Captain Lauer having char^^e of a par- 
ty v^hich was placed behind the big 
gates of the barn and stable enclosure. 
As the rioters passed the company's 
store they made an attack upon it and 
raided it as far as they could in the 
brief time, breaking windows and do- 
ing other damage. 
They then march- 
ed to the barn enclosure and atleinpt- 
ed to break down the gales. 
They 
succeeded in doing this, and as they 
eniered Captain Lauer called out to 
them to halt or he would fire upon 
them. 
Their answer was to fire a rat- 
tling volley in the direction of the 
deputies, none of whom were seriously 
injured. 
Captain Lauei then gave the 
order to fire. Two volleys were fired 
beiore the mob broke and ran. 
Seven 
men fell dead in the public road, and 
about fifty were wounded, lour of whom 
have since died. 
The rioters then 
broke up into small groups and made 
their escape in various directions. The 
dead men were all foreigners. The 
leeling there is very bitter among the 
workmen but there fs 'no'Var of further 
trouble. 
The Governor ordered two 
regiments of the National Guard to the 
scene. 


She Served as a Soldier. 


Among the applicants before the 
pension ^oard at Goshen, Ind., last 
week was Mrs, Mary E 
Hooker, of 
Elkhart, Ind., who bases her claim on 
the ground 
that in the disguise of a 
man she fought through the war as a 
private 
soldier and was disabled by 
wounds. 
When about 20 years old she 
lived at Tiffin, Ohio, and was engaged 
to marry Ben. B. Brown. 
He enlisted 
Company F, Sixth Ohio Volunteer In- 
fantry. 
Two weeks later, Charles De- 
wey, who had enlisted in the same com- 
pany, wanted a substitute, and don- 
ning male attire the woman presented 
herself and was accepted. She got only 
?ioo of the ^300 promised. 
Assum- 
ing Dewey's name she joined her lover 
at Camp Dennison and became his 
messmate. 


The regiment was ordered to Wash- 
ington and Company F, was in the 
thickest oi the fight at Bull Run. The 
woman escaped injury until the battle 
of Antietam, when she seceived a bul- 
let in the right leg, 
A few days be- 
fore her lover had been fatally shot in 
a skirmish. 
On her recovery she re- 
joined 
the regiment and decided to 
continue in the service. At Mission 
Ridge she was wonnded, captured,and 
sent to Libby prison. 
Fortunately she 
was soon releu^ed in an exchange of 
piisoners and returned to Tjfiin, 0 . 
Two years after the war, she married 
Richard Ireland, an ex.soldier. He 
died within a year and she drew a pen^ 
sion as a soldier's widow^until five years 
ago, when she married Hooker. She 
has all the necessary evidence to prove 
that she is now suffering disability from 
the wounds received. 
Although she 
had many narrow escapes her sex never 
became known to any one except her 
soldier lover.

Farmers 
Ensnared, 
A new schcme to get piomissory 
notes out of farmers has just come to 
light and appears to have been exten- 
sively worked. 
The farmers are ap- 
proached with a proposition to take 
shares in a co-operative company for 
the purchase of a stallion of a gilt edg- 
ed pedigree, the object being to im- 
prove the horse stock of the neighbor- 
hood. 
The animal was usually repre- 
sented to be worth $ 2 , 6 0 0 or $ 2 , 8 0 0 , 
Each farmer was to »'chip in" $ioo, 
and sign an agreement, and after the 
full number of names had been secured 
the horse was to be delivered and all 
notes taken lor the purchase money. 
A number of these partnerships have 
been lormed in Berks county, and quite 
a lot of notes harvested. 
These notes 
have, as usual, found their way into the 
hands of third parties, or «Mnnocent 
holders." The makers of the notes now 
allege lhat they have been taken in, 
that the horses are of very ordinary 
stock, and the whole scheme is im- 
practicable, A number of lawyers have 
been retained, with the view of resist- 
ing payment of the notes. 


A Harrisburg dispatch of Friday 
says: The focus of interest in the Italio- 
American imbroglio has^ been shifted 
from Rome and Washington to this 
city, temporarily at least, although the 
investigation set on foot may become 
an important factor in the internation- 
al squabble, and may force Italy to 
take a much milder view of matters al- 
together. 


From a private source it was learn- 
ed lhat Secretary Blaine has telegraph- 
ed to Harrisburg fur certain facts con- 
nected with the McClure-Flannigan 
tragedy that occurred near VVilkesbarre 
m 1889, when paymaster McClure and 
Mine Boss Flannigan were waylaid and 
brutally murdered and robbed by five 
Italian assassins led by the redoubta- 
able "Red-nosed" Mike. 


"Mike" and another Italian suffered 
the death penalty at Wilkesbarre for 
this murder, one of the most brutal in 
the annals of crime in Pennsylvania, 
and the detectives located two more of 
the murderers m Italy, whither they 
had fled to enjoy the money they had 
stolen. 
Through some hitch the Ital- 
ian Government has never surrendered 
these murderers to the United States 
authorities, although an officer,proper- 
ly authorized, was sent over to bring 
them here for trial. 


The statement is made that these 
two Italians are either in jail in Italy 
or under police surveilance. 
This fact 
is known to Secretary Blaine, and he 
is preparing papers in the matter to be 
used in connection with the United 
Stales Government's report to Italy on 
the New Orleans affair, and to answer 
the demand for imdemnity from the 
friends of the men who were lynched 
in New Orleans. 


The money stolen from Flanigan 
and McClure at the time they were 
murdered was little less than gi 2 , 0 0 0 , 
and the fact that the Italian Govern- 
ment still harbors two of the murderers 
may complicate the New Orleans set- 
tlement and eventually lead to their 
being delivered to the United 
Slates 
authorities.

Vermont, New Hampshire and Maine 
have taken official cognizance of the 
abandoned farm problem and Massa- 
chusetts now follows. 
The Stale Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics publishes the 
results of a thorough investigation made 
during the past year,and its report will 
prove of general interest and value. 
The returns as to abandoned farms 
were made by the assessors and they 
are complete for the entire Stale, save 
only the towns of Coleraine, Granville, 
North Attleboro, Norwell, Plymouth 
and Phillipston, 
These returns show a 
total of 1461 abandoned farms in Mas- 
sachusetts, comprising 3.4 per cent, of 
the total acreage of the State: and on 
more than one-half of tnem are build- 
ings. These figures do not include those 
farms that may have been abandoned 
by owners but not abandoned as to cul- 
tivation; but they represent farms form- 
erly cultivated and now deserted,whose 
buildings have been left unoccupied 
and suffeied to decay. 
The assessed 
value of the abandoned farms is $ i r 
0 7 6 , 3 2 8 , or 1.15 per cent, of the total 
assessed value of all farms, and the av- 
erage assessed value of deserted farms 
with buildings is $894 and 
without 
buildings $561; but all figures as to 
value in these cases must be merely 
nominal. 
Probably the farms can be 
bought for less than $10 per acre as a 
rule. 
This deserted land is no doubt 
remote from the markets for farm pro- 
ducts and of comparatively poor quali- 
ty, and life thereon is lonely; but it is 
still abundantly capable of sustaining 
a comfortable and independent liveli- 
hood, and when it stands thus unused, 
with buildings decayed and going to 
decay, while thousands are crowding 
the cit'es and large towns in search of 
work at wages that will barely support 
life, crowding the labor market and 
forcing wages down to a bare existence 
standard, we have an unhealthy and 
undesirable disposition of things.

The business of Mr. Schmidt was ruin- 
ed by the prosecution, all his money 
was spent in the defense of hiraseU and 
wife, and both were kept in jail for 
months, and now comes the sad intel- 
ligence that Mrs, Schmidt's mind has 
given way. 
Some way to redress their 
wrongs ought to be found; it is an out- 
rage against the fairness and justice of 
our law^ that persons can be subjected 
to such ignominy and expense on such 
slight grounds of suspicion as existed in 
this case. 


Tramps the coming spring and sum- 
mer will not tarry long in Delaware. 
A bill has been passed by the Legisla- 
ture of that State providing that all 
tramps may be arrested and sent to 
work 'for 60 days breaking stones for 
mending roaos. 
As if to recognize the 
movement the bill 
stipulates 
that 
eight hours shall constitute a day's 
work, and if the tramps become re- 
fractory they are to be put in solitary 
confinement on bread and water. The 
latter clause is the weak feature of the 
bill. 
The average 
tramp will not 
break stone as long as he can get bread 
and water in idleness; still the effect 
of the law will be to make the nomads 
give Delaware a wide berth.

LIMED AXD rSLUIED POTATOES. 


It is quite often recommended to dust 


potatoes with, lime when storing them 
away In the fall, as <i protection against 
rot. 
To determine the effect of this 


treatment, with more than the ordinary 
degree of exactness, s. trial was made at 
the Hatch Experiment Station of the 
Massachusetts Agricultural College last 
season. 


From a pile of potatoes found to be 


rotting badly after being dug, four sam- 
ples of a bushel each of apparently sound 
tubers were selected. 
These were placed 


in bushel baskets and two baskets were 
put Intu a. dry cellar and two Into a well 
lighted and dry granary. 
The tubers 


put into one basket In each lot were 
thoroughly sprinkled with air-slaked 
lime as they were put in, the other basket 
was untreated. This was done on Sep- 
tember 17, and the tubers remained iia-

Arreslcd on Susfficton of being a 


Murderer. 


Mr. W. J. Noel, who some time ago 
left here in search of a desirable lo- 
cation to open a storp, met with an 
unpleasant txperienw while stopping 
iu Lebanon. 
Our readers will re- 
member that we in our lust issue 
briefly noted the robbery of an aged 
couple named Strominger, at Lewis- 
berry, Ynik Ciuinty, the murder of 
iM rs. Strominger by strangulation, 
and the escape of the perpetrators of 
the deed. 
The unpleasant experi- 
ence of Mr. Noel was the arrest of 
himself on suspicion of being one of 
the murderers. 
The particulars as 
to his arrest and discharge are thus 
given by the Lebanon Daily Report 
of Friday and Saturday: 


Constable Sohn, Friday morning, 
arrested 
W. J. Noel, who claims 
Adams county as his home, on suspi- 
cion of being one of the two men who 
entered the house of 
Mr. Michael 
Strominger, 
at 
Lewisberry, 
York 
count}', on Tuesday night la9t,robbing 
him of $2,000 and suflbcating his ag- 
ed wife, news of which was contain- 
ed in the Report of Wednesday after- 
noon, 
Constable Sohn arrested him 
at the A\m, Penn Hotel and took 
him to the station house, where he 
was searched and $146 found upon 
bis person. 
He was stopping at the 
hotel, made a lavish display of his 
money and stated that his residence 
was only six miles from the Stromin- 


Constable Sohn had his attention 
drawn to Noel because he corresponds 
with the description telegraphed of 
one of the murderers, and by his ner- 
vous and continuous moving about as 
if in fear. 
After the arrest he tele- 
graphed the fact to the District At-

There is no better way of seeing a 
people as they arc, of findinti them uu- 
])rcpared for callers, than to take your 
stand in tho early hours somo morning 
upon a city's busy street and watch tho 
various types as they go iiling by. 
Stationing ourselves, then, at one of 
these points, in the city of Buenos Ayres, 
sheltered a little by a projecting door- 
•vray, let us note for a time the changing 
scenc. 
Buenos Ayres is not a sleepy 
city; it retires late and gets up early in 
tho morning, and already is showing a 
good many signs of life and toil. 
In the 
narrow street before us are a number of 
early street cars, not very heavily laden 
as yet, and whose drivers, therefore,send 
their teams galloping down the smooth 
track aud around tho sharpest of sharp 
turns at a speed even more reckless than 
usual. 
The South American cardriver, 
like every patriotic citizen of his country, 
is fond of cxcitemcnt. 
When he comes 
to a hill he opens the brake aud whips up 
his horses; away go car and contents,and 
you are apt to think, as you hold on and 
•wait for the crash, that in comparison 
•with this a ride on a toboggan slide is a 
very tame ailair indeed. 
There are no 
bells on the horses which pull these 
cars, nor docs the driver ring ono as he 
approaches the corner of a street. 
In- 
stead he carries a large cow's horn fitted 
on tho inside with a reed, the whole 
forming a wind instrument whose sound, 
heard in every key and at all hours of 
the uight aud day, oxcels in absolute 
hideousness all other noises yet made or 
conceived. 
For this reason they are, as 
a warning, very effective. 
The strcsts 
themselves are too narrow for a double 
track, and cars are obliged to return to 
their points of starting by a diilercut 
route. 
There are eight street-car com- 
panies m Buenos Ayres, with a total of 
318 miles of track. 


Jumping nimbly on aud oil these cars 
aud running back aud forth from house 
to house are scores of Italian newsboys, 
and full grown 
men as well, for here 
this profession is not restricted by age, 
while on the corners arc their compan- 
ions, the bootblacks open-eyed, all ready 
to capture the early riser. 
One oí these 
hitter accosted me a few days ago, and 
then, discerning in some subtle boot- . 
black way that 1 was from the United 
States, 
he sputtered 
forth his entire 
stock of English in one 
overwhelming 
sentence, without pause or break, "Shin 
boots oh yea do all right!" 
I let him 


shine them. 


Out in the roadway now, is a strange 
panorama of morning labor. 
Here are 
thick-wheeled carts loaded with solid 
bales of wool, 
aud drawn 
by 
two 
or three horses hitched tandem to accom- 
modate these narrow streets; and mild- 
eyed cows, nature's own milk wagons, 
being led about from door 
to 
door. 
These men on horseback, wish such au 
array of cups and cans hung pannier-like 
on either side, are butter peddlers. 


In Buenos Ayres butter is delivered in 
the original package. 
Two hours ago 
each man started from his farm in com- 
pany with all his cans. 
They were filled 
with cream then, but the motion of the 
rough-and-tumble trot to 
which 
the 
horse 
is 
trained 
has 
churned 
it 
into ^fresh sweet butter^ now. 
High 
up among his load, with his ieefc dang- 
ling along tho horse's neck, 
sits the 
dairyman, bounding up aud down all the 
while, and his internal condition at the 
end of the ride has never been accurately 
determined. 
Hero isa man who, even 
at this early hour, will sell you a slice of 
hot tortillo, 
the 
South 
American hoe 
cake, from a tin which he carries upon 
his head, 
Aud there, on the opposite 
sido of tho streßt, is another novelty—a 
little, white-haired, wrinkled-faced old 
woman, with a great pile of papers upon 
lier head and another 
under her arm. 
Her dress is ragged and her eyes are 
dim with age, but she keeps 
moving 
along at such a queer semi-trot, and calls 
"LaNacioul" 
'*La Nación!" over and 
over again in such a cracked, lusterless 
voice, aud seems so very brisk and bus- 
inesslike withal, that one cannot help 
smiling at 
the droll figure, while he 
pities her, 
too, 
from the 
bottom of 
his heart. 
But she moves cheerily on 
•with her load, and so do the rest of 
them—poor j)eons with canvas shoes and 
Hut ciips of red or blue, peddlers with 
hugo baskets of vegetables, and whole 
ai'juies of Italian street cleaners, brown, 
brawny sons of toil. 
Each ono hurries 
by as though lio were trying to overtake 
the ono ahead of him. 


All, savo only the 1 eg¿ars» 
Ah, the 
beggars! 
TJiey never go. 
The creature 
does not exist wJiich ^'sticketh closer than 
a beggar." 
They greet you wherever you 
may be, and are with you wherever you 
may fly. Thoy are of all ages, sizes, 
Jiiiids, 
Some of them are old 
men, 
grizzled and tottering, who hold out tat- 
tered hats with a muttered story of woe 
which has been so jnauy times lold that it 
has lost meaning oven to tho speaker, 
and has flowed together into a confused 
puddle of sound. 
Tho next one, per- 
haps, is a sorrowful-looking señora, hold- 
ing a baby which drowses all day, ap- 
parently with its body resting upon its 
mother's lap and its little liead reclining 
upon her breast, the pavement, or upoji 
vacant space- 
The torpid good nature 
of these infants is amazing, and its secret 
lies inside a largo bottle 
of soothing 
syrup, which is tho dirty little cherub's 


daily diet. 
And just beyond this family 
group of bcifgars you may come across a 
solitary child, doorrred and sullen of c.v- 
pression, and wearing sucn an air of 
gloom that you wondci* if the poor thing 
even knows how to smile. 
Of course a 
good deal of this sadness is of the pro- 
fessional sort. 


The beggars form quite an element in 
tho city's total ])opulation, and one must 
learn to refuse their appeals or run the 
risk of becoming himself one of their 
number in the coursc of a walk through 
tho town. 
Every kind of real and manu- 
factured deformity is advanced as a key 
to the heart and pocket-book, and the 
beggar who cannot show a cracked head, 
a gracefully deformed limb» or at least a 
carefully nurtured cut linger, has missed 
his calling. 
It requires art, rather than 
sciencc, to bo a succosful beggar. 
One 
favorite haunt of these people is the broad 
stone steps of the churches. 
Hero they 
are at all hours, thinking, no doubt, to 
waylay tho worshiper \vhcn he is in a 
spiritual mood and will hearken to tho 
gentle voice which, like that of 
con- 
scicucc, urtfcs him to be rid of the dross 
•\vhich binds him to the world. 
The re- 
cent depreciation 
of paper 
currency, 
moreover, has driven all the 
metalic 
money out of circulation Avith the e.xccp- 
tiou of a few copper coins, of which the 
beggars always have a good supply. Tak- 
ing advantatio of this superiority of their 
profession they have recently instituted 
a monopoly, and refu°.e to yield up their 
small change except at a profitable pre- 
mium. 
Thus they have in a w*ay become 
quite capitalistic aud regulate the copper 
market 
of 
the city.—iSaii

Tho other day a magistrate in Ceylon, 
finding that a witness would persist in 
prevaricatiou and telling lies, ordered 
the culprit to bo tlien and there "hand- 
cufiled and tom-tommed round tho vil- 
lage as a liar," 
This summary method 
of dealing with perjurers has not met 
with the approval of the government of 
island, aud an ofiiciul inquiry is to bo held

A F O O L ' S ADVICE. 


WOIVr-EN OF ALIi TKTBES DOOMSD 
TO A HOPELjSSS BOKDAGfE. 


Allowoa isoinetimcs to Play Uall for 
Their 
Masters' 
Amusomont—Al- 
fectionate Wives a n d Mothers, 


Thowomenof all Indian tribes doomed 
to a hopeless bondage of slavery, the 
fate of their sex *in every savage race, 
have but few ainuscmeuts, says a writer 
in tho Kansas City Star, 
They accept 
their condition stoically, however, by tho 
unerring law of heredity through ages of 
abuse aud servile obedience. 
The lower 
tho tribe in the scale of 
more degraded are the women. 
Among 
the Diggers of Orenron and Washington, 
with which savages I passed three or four 
years, tho poor squaws are to be pitied. 
Living on roots and insects, 
which tho 
women must furnish, their existence as a 
tribe may well be imagined to be a very 
precarious one. 
If the camas, 
a bulb 
growing deep in the ground 
and very 
sweet, should 
fail or the acorn and 
"black cncket" crop be not plentiful in 
any year, their winter is liable to be one 
of pinching poverty and starvation. 
I 
have often looked with 
profound pity 
upon troops of their old and young 
squaws under the hot summer sun wan- 
dering day after day over the prairies, 
the mothers with their little ones strapped 
to their backs, armed with a long iron, 
with which they dug the sometiir^es hard 
soil for the roots, wluch furnish a large 
portion of their support, haggard, broke 
down, but never complaining of their 
wearisome task. 


Among many of the tribes, however, 
tho women arc allowed to have some 
amusement, but it is generally when 
their lords are half drunk. 
The Dako- 
tabs frequently permitted their women 
to indulge in a game of ball which, how- 
ever, differed entirely from that played 
by the men. 
TVheu the men had worn 
themselves out with their games, and 
were in a maudlin state from too much 
whisky but wanted to have a little more 
fun, they would notify every one that the 
squaws were going to have a game of 
ball of their own. 
Then when the game 
began the bucks would roll over on the 
ground and laugh ac the. curious antics 
of their squaws in their arkward playing. 


Frequently, when the men had been 
very lucky in their trapping or had been 
successful in making good trades with 
the whites, they would open their hearts 
and donate piles of {jaudy goods, such as 
calicoes, ribbons and strings of beads, 
besides many other bright colored things 
known only to the Indian trade aud 
found only in the stores of the traders. 
These things, 
which were to be the 
prizes contended for, would be put on a 
stick, which itself rested on two crotched 
poles upright in the ground and over 
which an oíd man kept guard. 
The old 
man was also umpire of the game. 
The 
women were then divide;! into two equal 
parties and the ball—or rather, two, for 
thoy play with two—fastened to the 
ends of a string eighteen or twenty 
inches long. 
Every squaw engaged in 
the game holds in each hand a small 
stick, on which she must try to catch 
the string to which is attached the two 
balls, and when she succeeds in doing 
tliis she throws them to and over the 
goal of the side she Í5 playing. 
It is a 
remarkably comical sight to see the wo- 
men roll over in the dust and dirt in the 
frantic elTorts to catch the string on their 
sticks, 
while 
the men lie flat on the 
ground and roar with laughter at them. 


Notwithstanding the women are kept 
so degraded there is as much affection 
among them for their husbands and 
children as I have ever witnessed among 
the Caucasian race. 
I will relate one 
instance here which came under my own 
observation, though I could present hun- 
dreds. 


During tho campaign of 1868-69 I 
was riding with a party of men and ofii- 
cers south of the Arkansas. 
AVc had 
been watching some of the cavalry un- 
earth three or four dead warriors who 
han been killed by some scouts in a ter- 
rible fight some weeks before, and as wo 
rodo into a small ravine in the sand hills 
v/Q came to a rude lodge, inside of which, 
on a rough platform or bier, fashioned of 
green poles, reposed a dead warrior in 
full wardress, his shield of buffalo hides, 
])ipe ornamented with eagle feathers and 
his '»medicine bag'* lying on the ground 
beside him. 
At his head, on her knees, 
her liands clasped in the attitude of 
prayer, waa a squaw frozen to death, 
"Which had first succumbed—the wound- 
ed chief, her husband, or tho devoted 
•wife—to the awful cold of that winter 
prairie will never be known, but it shows 
her love for the man who had, perhaps, 
beaten her a hundred times. 


Starlings Eaten by Rooks. 


A singular instance of starlings being 
eaten by rooks is reported from Dorset- 
shire. During the recent severe weather 
a flock of starliugs was observed on a 
farm at West ^Stul^ord, near Dorchester, 
being hotly pursued by a number 
of 
rooks. 
The larger birds quickly over- 
took their prey and quickly disptitched 
them, 
and, 
stripping 
them 
of 
their 
feathers, greedily 
devoured 
them on 
the 
spot, 
having 
presumably 
been 
driven to this from thuir starving con- 
dition. 
On au inspection of tho 
place 
just after, not a vestige of the starlings 
could bo found beyond tho feathers with 
which the ground was strewed, 
tíimilar 
occurrences aro reported Irom 
several 
other ])laces.—London, Graphic.

Omelet—Divide six egi?3. 
Beat th<s 
yolks and to them add six tablespoon- 
fuls of milk, a saltspoonful of salt and a 
dash of pepper. 
Beat the whites until 
stiff. Then stir lightly into the mixture. 
Put a tablespoonful of butter into a pan 
aud when it begins to bubble throw in 
the omelet. 
Fry a golden brown, then 
fold over carefully. 


Bean Soup—Wash a pint oC dried 
beans aud soak over night. 
In 
the 
morning drain oil the water and cover 
with fresh boihng water; put in a soup 
kettle with half a pound of ham and 
boil two hours. 
Skim and add a quart 
of soup stock. 
Strain the beans, return 
to the soup and let come to a boil. 
Sea- 
son with salt and pepper. 


Jellied Chicken—Cook until tender, 
60 tho bones will come out easily; cool, 
and take out all the bones, skim out the 
meat and chop fine. Use one quart of 
the liquid and ono box of gelatme for 
the meat of three chickens, medium 
sized; pour the liquid over the gelatine 
when hot. 
When dissolved, pour over 
the minced chicken, which should bo 
salted to taste. 
Pour it all into a mould 
and set in a cool place, 
When cold 
enough, it should be placed iu the ice- 
box, 
Slice for lunches or supper. 


French Pickle—Slice 
one peck of 
green 
tomatoes, 
six 
large 
onions, 
sprinkle over a cupful of salt, and let it 
remain over night, In the morning thor- 
oughly drain, add three pints of vinegar 
and tho same quantity of water; boil half 
an hour, drain iu a colander. 
Then take 
four quarts of vinegar, two pounds of su- 
gar, one cupful of molasses, 
ono half 
pound of mustard-seed, two tablespoon- 
fuls of cinnamon, two tablespoonfuls of 
ginger, half a teaspoonful of cayenne; 
add the tomatoes and onions; cook thirty 
minutes.
